7a8 a passenger on a train going from Memphis
to Jackson, Ten essee. While op the cars he
made the acquaintance of an estimable young
lady.

MINISTER WASHBURNE’S REPORT,

Letier from Minlster Washburne te Secretary
Fish—All Property of Americans Mafely Pro-
tected—Courteny and Ueonsideration of the
French Autheritles—The FPrussinn Legntion
and Germans Preteoted--Newspaper Abawse,
Wasnixeron, Feb., 28.—The following let-

tor from Mivister Washburne to Sscretary Fish

will be read with great interest, He expresses
himself tosnkful that he remained throughout
the siege, and does justice to the kindness and
courtesy extended by the French aathorities; —

LEGATION oF THE UNITED SvATES, PARIS, Feb, 6,
1871.—SIr:~During the past week the people of Paris
have been patiently and guietly awalting revictual-
ment and sgitating the question of the election of
members to the Natiopal Assembly which 18 to
convene at Bordeaux on the 12th inat,

Smal quantities of provisions have commenced
coming {n to-day. The first traincontained supplies
sent by the %lgumt.lon of London tothe Jmtm ation
of Paris, ese supplieg have been distributed
among the twenty arrondissements in proportion to
their respective population, and are to be given ont
only to the most nccessitous. It will be but a short
time, 1 hope, before all can be reasonably m:flplled.
The lower ciasses In the city have, daring the last
months of the siege, sutfered untold miseries of
cold and hunger, and with a patlence and fortitude
which does them great] eredit. Indeed, the suffer.
ing ol all classes has been very great, and it might
be said that all clusses have sustained the saferings
and privations of the slege in & manner thst most
excite the wonder and admiration of the wor d.

Now that the slege Is ever I am thankful that I
have remained through 1t all, for | believe I have
been of some service to the intcrests with which
I have been charged, It I8 with pleasure that I am
epabled to state that I have succeeded in protecting
all American property in Paris, and that no harm
has come to any of our Americans who have re-
mained here. This statement must be qualitted,
however, 80 &8 not to arpl: to the young Amerlean,
Mr. Swagar, whe lost his life by having his foot torn
to pleces by & Prussian shell, and to the two young
men whose p riy was destroyed by the bursting
of aebell in thelr apartments in the Latin quarter.

Several attempts were made to interfere with
American property at different times, but I maat do
the Government of the National Defense the credit
to say that thef have treated all such matters as [
have deemed it necessary to bring to their atten-
tiom with the utmost fairness and consideration,
1n the first place It was proposed to goarter the
Garde Mobile in the American apartments; bat
nron an application to M, Gambetta, then Minister
of the Interior, he gave an order that it shoald not
be done. Afterwards the olty authorities pro-
posed & special tax upon the a ents of
the absent, which bore very heavily upon our
countrymeén, | had a corréespondence with M,
Jules Favre upon the suvject, which 1 had
the honor to transmit you, and by which you will
bave geen that the ciwy anthorities were overruled
and the tax not enforced. Then It was proposed Lo
Ent the refugees from the nelghvoring villages who

ad come into Paris into the apartments of some of
the Americans, 1 resisted that, and the intention
was not carried out, and when the bombardment
took piace and the ple from that part of the clity
exposed to the shels were driven oant, It wus
proposed to shelter them (o the vacant apart-
ments in other parts of the city. Many of
the apartments of the Amerlcans were threat-
ened In this way, but I gave orders that
in no case would I consent to have furnished apart.
ments of Americans occupled in this manner, and

Very litile damage has been done o the property
of the people of other nationalitles with whose pro-
tection I have been charged. At one early Jerlnd
the house of a German, Mr, Hedler, was invaded by
the Guard Moblle in search of Prussian sples, and
some dam was done to the farniture. Upon m
representation of the matier to the Government,
Count de Keratry, who was then the Prefect of Po-
lice, took the r promptly in hand, brought the
offending parties to nishment, and ttted
sgents selected by me Lo assess the d ed, which
were promptly d. lmmedialely after the break-
ing out of the war I took under my protection the
magnifivent hotel of the Prusslan menn in the
Rue de-Lille. All of the persons who had charge of
it aown to the concierge had been expelled from
France, and as it seemed to be the objective point
of the hostility of the Parislan population, I' had

t fesra for it safety. I at once placed it under

& charge of an American friend in Paris, who has
exercised A most vigllant goardianahip over it and
protected {t from all harm,

While there has been & good deal of hostllity

ainst me amwong & certain number of the popuin-

tion of Parls during the Iiﬂ!& Anda while I have n
assalled in the clubs and o the newspapers on
account of my protection of the Germans, 1 have no
cause whatever for complaint ngalnst the Govern-
ment of the National Defense. | have heen treated
by them with the greatest kindness, and with all the
consideration due to me a8 the diplomatic repre-
sentative of our country,
